Ve 2) ther Laffantins (Right worſhipfull) that God made 
X man for two cauſes: the one e he ſhould acknow- 
_ ledge amd confeſſe him, to be the ti ue and immor- 
{ tall God, mad to honour him mall holinctſe and 
-2 righreouines, The other was for mans owne fake, 
that ech one ſhould loue and defend the other. For 
| R— phat, ' if, of one man whome God made, all others had 
497 2 Eee 5 S their ofſpring: then are all they bretheren, and of 
Ne S once and the lame blood. But for brethren to be di- 
uided and nor to loue ech one the other, it is moſt vnnaturall and cxccrable 
before God and man. And for aſmuch as ſuch is the ſtare & condition of man, 
that he was neither borne for him ſelfe alone, nor yet can line by himfclte 
alone, it is moſt neceſſarie, that he doo endeuour himſelfe vnto thoſe endes 
for which he was made and created. That is, that he doo firſt and checflie ſcrue 
and honour the erernall God (for whoſe honour he was made) in all holinefle 
and righteouſnes: & then to yeeld vnto man(to whoſe comfort he was borne) | 
thoſc offices of humanitie whereby mans ſocictic is conſerued: which doo ſtand. 
and conſiſt in this, that cuerie one doo proſecute another, in all beneuclence, 
beneficence, gratefulnes and humanitie. For who fo is not thus affected, dooth 
degenerate from the true nature of man in his firſt creation, & is become worſe 
than the brute beaſt. Wherefore in the former ages, not onc lie the children of 
God, and the profeſſors of his word, haue beene carefull herein: bur the Gen- 
tules alſo, and the nations which knew not God, haue beene carneſt to main- 
taine the common ſocietie, and to performe one to the other all offices of hu- 
manitic. For as Ciceroſaith, Nihil magis ad humane vitè ſocietatem tuendam, & ad 
aAmicitias cunciliandas e confirmandas adiuuat: Nothing doth more nourith loue, 
and preſerue common ſocietie, than good will performed in the offices of hu- 
manitie. Who ſo then is careleſſe herein and breaketh the bondes hereof, he is 
as the godly father 1 icida, & umnium peſſi mus. 5 
This is ſo excellent a vertue, ſo much tending to the honor of God, ſo agre- 
able to natute, and ſo moſt neceſſarie for man: as it had his beginning and Was 
ingraffed in man, euen in his firſt creation, fo hath it had his ettect among good 
men in all ages, and in all wel lgouerned Cities and common wealths, euen a- 
mong the verie nations: whereof to recite manie examples which are to be 
drawne from the Hraeliter, Perſiant, ¶ H rian:, Greciamt, Romans, and ſundrie other 
nations, it were to long and almoſt an infinite diſcourſe. And therefore leauing 
all them] will come to this realme of England, our owne natiue countrie, 
vhich though it be the remoteſt Iland in all the Ocean ſeas, & taken as it were 
for a new world of it ſelfe: yet is it not inferiour to anie nation or pcople what- 
ſocuer, either in true religion towardes God, or in dutifulnes to the Prince 
and Magiſtrates, or in anie action tending to the conſeruation of the common 
ſocietie, and the nouriſhing of good will among men. And beſides that, this 
land hath theſe things in common with others: "ve hach allo certaine parti- 
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cular branches and vſages of beneuolence, loue and good will, among priuate 
men peculiar to themſelues, and which in other countries is not vſed. Among 
- manic others, l deo note and obſerue the old and ancient manner of giuing of - 
new yeares gifts. I know the Perſians of certaine times did with great reuerence 
offer preſents vnto their kinges. And the Parthians would neuer come emptie 
handed before their Princes. And likewiſe the Remane ſouldiers would at the 
beginning of cu-ric yearc, preſent their Emperours with ſome one thing or o- 
ther: cucn as the noble men of England fur euer from time out of minde haue 
doone, and yet vpon new yeares daie doo humblie preſent to the Kings and 
Princes of the ſame, ſome ſtre ne or preſent, dutiefullie witneſſing a bounden 
ductic of cheir part, as allo the Princes by a like gift returned, do teſtihe their 
good will of the other part. But the like courſe of courteſie, beneficence, and 
bcacuolence to be vſed among the common people, and the inferior ſort a- 
mong them ſelues: I take it to be proper and onelie vſed within this Realme of 
England. For beſides the ycarelie harueſt dinners, and other like meetings, 
vnto which one neighbour conuiteth an other: the tenants alſo to their land- 
lor des, the ſeruants to their Maiſters, and one neighbour to an other, faile not 
at new yecres tide to congratulate a good ſucceſſe of the yeare paſt, and wiſh 
the like ofthe yeere to come, with ſome preſent or gift: but among none is it 
more firmely obſerued, than by the babes or little —— named godchil- 
dren, who at that time make their repaire to their Compatres, named godfa- 
=. thers and godmothers: before whom they doo humblie kneele downe, and by 
= i : the name of a bleſſing, doo as it were, giue thankes, bicauſe they were witneſſes 
. do their baptiſme, and doo craue their helpes for their increaſe and continuance 
in that faich which they promiſed for then And therewith doo preſent vnto 
3T |: their ſaid godfarhers and godmothers ſome one thing or other, in token of their 
= thankfulnes, which giſtes in the elderages were for the moſt part Akornes, 
1 Nuttes and Apples. | 
Of chis manner and vſage enſued manie and great commodities both com- 
mon & priuate, Which turned to the benefit of the common wealth, & to the in- 
crcaſe of the ſoietie of man: for the Akornes, nuttes, and the kernels of apples 
were then vſed tobe caſt and ſowed in the ground, Vhereof in courſe of time did 
UN 1 -. -_ growandancrcaſe the great abundance of timber, and the plentie of fruites, 
1 wich their poſteritie could not lacke, and the common wealth cold not want: 
3 furcher it bred ſuch a loue berweene the godfarhers and the children, as next 
vnto the naturall parents could not be a firmer. The one alwaies reuerencing, 
and other louing each other. The parents alſo being as it were aliedby this kind 
of courteſie d call one the other goſſop, as who ſaith, Gods helpers, they lo- 
uing as brethren each one the other, moſt ſincerelie and friendlie. And their 
children and ofſprings treading the trace of their parentes, are affected one to 
the other as brethren, of one and the ſame familie. Theſe and ſuch other like 
things when I had conſidered,it came to my minde and remembrance, how that 
l my ſfelfe haue beene ſometimes a foſter childe to this Citie & common welth, 
being a free citizen borne, and deſcended of parents, who in their times fate in 
the ches feſt ſcare and chaire of gouernment: and was by them in my tender 
= i! . yeares & minoritic committed and commended to the credit and gouernment 
. the Migiltratcs of this citie. Wherefore as vnto dee re parents L thaught it 
_ my p irt not onelie as a foſter child, but rather as a natural] ſonne ta yeeld ſome 
rememhrance of duetie vnto you. And therefore taking the oportunitie of the 
time preſent,and the occaſion ot ſomethings otherwiſe offered, I haue thought

od by waie ofa ſtrene or new yeares gift to oer and preſent vnto you this 
ile Pamphelet. Which in outward apperance is ſlender as the haſell nut; but 
as by whey . nell you ſhall find a kernell, ſo if you open this booke you 
ſhall learne the things moſt expedient and neceffarie for you to know, It is the 
abridgment or ſummarie of ſuch ſpeciall points, as be incident to euerie of 
particuler officers: which you ought not onclie to know and to vnderſtand, 
alſo to ſee to be doone and exequuted. You haue in an open aſſemblie giuen 
your oth, and ſworne by the name of the Almightie and eternall God, and pro- 
reſted by the great Iehauah ſo to doo: wherefore to be remiſſe, W gt care- 
leffe therein, you ſhall not once lie offend againſt the common wealth but moſt 
rieuouſlie ſinne againſt the diuine Maieſtie, whoſe name by your follies is di- 
ee r ſo great a ſinne cannot of his iuſtice be vnpuniſhed nor yn- 
reuenged. And for as much as the Magiſtrates are Gods Miniſters, ſubſtitutes 
and vicars vpon carth, and from whom all power and authoritie is ordained; 
] am here vpon ſome occaſion, to aduertiſe and remember you, that there be 


two ſpeciall things required at your hands. The one is concerning God 


and his ſeruice in religion, the other concerning your ſelues and your office 
in politike gouernment. The latter dependeth vpon the firſt, add cannot haue 
any good ſucceſſe where the firſt is not kept and regarded: for as a learned man 
at the common lawes ſaith, Seeing that lawes mult be obeied for God, it fo low- 


eth of neceſſitie that he which will haue them to be obeied rightly, mult firſt 


learne to honor God truelie: or elſe where this foundation faileth (euen as a 
houſe builded vpon ſand) the other falleth. It is therefore and ought to be 
your moſt cheefe and ſpeciall care, that not onelie you your ſelues, but all and 


ceuerie ſuch as be vnder your gouernment, doo honor and ſerue the euet laſting 


God in true religion, and according to his preſcripts and commandements, and 
then of conſequence your poliuke gouernment muſt and ſhall proſper & haue 


ſucceſſe. And that you are thus bounden to doo, read the volumes of Moſes, - 


who was Magiſtrate vnder God of the 1/zaelites, and he did both deliuer them 
lawes how they ſhould honor the true God of Iſrael, as alſo ſer downe puniſh- 


ments for the breakers thereof. The like after him, did Ioſua, and the Iudges o- 
uer Iſrael, and che kings ouer Tehuds : as in the bookes of the ludges and in che 


Chronicles of rhe ny, dooth appeere. 


For all things to be well dœne muſt take their beginning from religion, 
as the godly diuine faith, Nulla politiafeliciter conſtitui pote f, niſi prima ctsra pieta- 
tis ſit, Prepoſterous then is the iudgement of thoſe who would; haue thar reli- 
gion ſhould perteine onelic to the biſhops and clergie, and that the ciuill Ma- 


er ſhould deale onelie in matters of policie: but the law of Meſes, and the 


awe of the Goſpell doth determine the contrarie, and chargeth the ciuil Ma- 


giſtrate with boch, making the ſame to be his talent, for which he muſt as a god 


Steward make his accompr. If this be true as it is moſt true, how careſull and vi- 
gilant ought the Magiſtrates of this citie to be, that the people committed to 
their gouernment, ſhould not thus in the light of the Goſpell walke in darke- 
nes, and live moſt diſſo lute lie and looſe e?I know the Gol pell is preached moſt 
ſincere lie, and the Sacraments miniſtred moſt 


ber which imbrace the fame ſincerel ie, and live thereunto accordinglie. For 


Icke you vpon the face of this commonwealth, and you ſhall find it in as bad 


or worſe ſtate, than was the ſtate of the commonwealth of the Iſraelites in the 
time of Exechie / or rather woorſe concerning religion. For Aieiſtes. Pa piſtes, & 
blaſphemers of Gods holie name, ſwarme as thick as butter flies, without checke 
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pure lie, and yet ſmall] is the um- 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatorie. 
or controlment. The Sabboth of the Lord appointed to be kept holie, and we 
commanded to ſanctifie the ſame, & to giue our [clues to the exerciſe of good 
workes, to be diligent in praiers, & to be attentiue to the hearing of Sermons, 
is of all other daics moſt licentiouſſie ſpent in ſinne and wickednes, the ſame 

eing counted ſo much the morc holie, as it is ſpent moſt ide lie and wickedlie. 
For be the Preachers neuer fo godlic and earneſt to call, let all thie great belles 
of S. Peters ring out neuer ſo low d, there will not be halfe ſo manie gained into 
the Church: as one with a pipe and a whiſtle ſhall gaine into the ſtreetes to ſee 
yaine and fooliſh ſpectacles. For let there be a beate baiting, a bull baiting, an 
enterlude, or anic ſuch vanitie, cueric man is in haſt to runne headlong to it, 
& the time neuer too long to haue there fill thereof. And yet if chere be no ſuch 
plaies or games, they 17 ſit idle in the ſtreetes, than be well occupied in 
the churches. 

Euen as it was ſaid merilic of a preacher, that when he ſawe the people to 
depart out ofthe church from the Sermon, ſpake vnto his auditor ie: ſaieng, Gd 
people, it is ſaid there is a man in the Moone, but belecue it not, for there is no 
fuch thing, but if you will goo forth into the Churchyard, you ſhall find twentie 
knaues in the ſunne. And this is moſt true:for when ſoeuer there is anie Sermon, 
ſend you one out into the ſtreetes, and there ſhall you find the greateſt number, 
ſome to knocke there heeles againſt the ſtalles, ſome to walke vp and downe 
the ſtreetes, ſome ſitting at the tauerne gulping and drinking, ſome at ga- 
ming and plaieng, ſome piping and daunſing, and finallie none well occupied. 
This is moſt true, the matter is apparant, the fault is knowen, a redreſſe is wiſh- 


ed, but nothing is doone, which thing is much bewailed by the good and godlie. 


It hath beene oftentimes mooued by ſome one man of great honor, calling, and 
authoritieʒ it hath beene aduiſed and perſuaded by moſt learned and godlie 

reachers, and it is wiſhed by all good and gow men, chatſome one god and 
— preacher were appointed in this Citie, who ypon the Sabboth daies 
might catechize the children, teach the old, and inſtruct the people, whereby 
they might be reclaimed to God, nurtered in religion, and amended in life. 
But Durut ef hic ſermo, this is a hard ſaieng, and who can abide itꝰ And therefore 
manie be the deuiſes to ſtoppe ſo good a courſe. Some altogither being like to 
the Aſpis , who ſtoppeth both hir eares againſt the voice of the enchanter, al- 
leging that there is roo much preaching. And of their opinion am l, that preach- 
ing is to much, but to no other than too the loſt ſheepe of Iſrael, and to the 
children of condemnation : for as S. Paul ſaith, If our Goſpell be hid, Iis qui 
ge reumt ef} abſcondittm, it is hid to them that are loſt, The bread of the Angels was 
vnſauerie, but to thoſe onelie who were to periſli whiles the fleſh which they lu- 


Red was in their teeth. Some doo like verie well to haue the catechizing, ſo 


that they might be no contributors, and ſo would ſhift it ouer vnto the church 
men as though i were their onelie duetie to doo it, and theſe ſhew themſelues 
to be the children of the corrupted Adam, who being reprooucd for his tranſ- 
greſſion, chargeth his wife with it, and ſhe ſhufferh it ouer to the diuell: and ſo 
in this, euery man ſo thruſteth it one from another, that nothing is done. And 
what wilbe the end thereof, it is eaſilie to be knowen, if men would either be- 
leeue the booke of God, or conſider & call ro remembrance what hath befallen 
in the like in times paſt. The Poets among their manie goddes, haue deuiſed 
& imagined, that one of them hath. two faces, the one before looking foreward, 
& the other behind looking backwards, & this god they call Iams, of whom the 
moacth of Ianuarie taketh his name, and the firſt daic of the ſame is called 


Newycercs 
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Newyeeres day. By this is meant & moralizeda man of r wiſedome, know 
ledge, and experience, and who looking to the times paſt and obſeruing che e- 
uents thereot, doth forecaſt the ſeque le of the like to come. If you then as eue- 
rie wile Magiſtrate ought to do, would as a Inu, Iœoe backe into the old world, 
and read the bookes and hiſtories of chat age, ſhall find that Noah the preacher 
of rigbteouſnes, did teach and perſuade the people to repentance almoſt one 
hundreth yeeres togither, but bicaule they were werie of his preaching, & would 
no more thereof, God ſendeth the great deluge and drowned the whole world, 
Sodoma would not liſten to the counſell of Loth, wherefore God with fire and 
brimſtone from hcauen conſumed them to aſhes. The fooliſh 1ſraelites not 
contented with ſuch incenſes and manner of religion as God by Moſes had or- 
deined, would needs haue another of their own deuiſe, & in offering the ſame, 
the earth opened and ſwallowed them vp all aliue. The ſame people were fed 
with Manna, the foode of Angels, which God from heauen prouided for them, 
and they waxed werie thereof, and would needes haue chaunge of meates (as 
ve of religion) but the meate was no ſooner in their mouthes, than was Gods 
vengeance vpon them, and ſtroke them with a great plague. — 25 
The foolith Iſraclne neglecting the obſeruing of the Lords Sabboch, would 
needes folow his worldlie cauſes and gather wood, had his reward, and was ſto- 
ned to death. The whole nation of the Iewes were called by the Lord leſus to 
the doctrine of the Goſpell, but they would not vnderſtand nor accept the time 
of their viſitation, xherefore they felt the heauie hand of God, and were vtterlie 
conſumed with famine, peſtilence and the ſword, and the citie & temple (wher- 
of they made a great aduante) was not one ſtone thereof left vpon an other. 
The cities of Capermaum, which reached vp euen vnto the heauens, Epheſus, (o— 
rinth , Antiochia, and ſundrie others among whom the Apoſtles had planted the 
Goſpell, when they lothed it and waxed wearie thereof, the Lord lothed and 
waxed wearie of them, and all chey ſome by earthquakes, ſome by tire, and ma- 
nic by the enimics were vtterlie waſted and conſumed. And as he hath thus 
done with cities, townes, and countries, ſo hath he ſhewed the like power vpon 
mightie Princes and Monarches, which haue not harkened vnto his voice nor 
obeied his commandements Nabrchadnezer, Pharo, Herod, Nero, Caligula, Domitia- 
mar, Traianui; Hadrianus, anda number of other Atheiſtes, who denied the Lord 
God, his Chriſt and his Goſpell, he tormented them with ſuch plagues, ror- 
ments and troubles, that ot their miſerable liues they made moſt miſerable 
ends. If then the Lord God hath thus dealed with all the nations of the world, 
and with his one peculiar people, if he haue not ſpared the children of his 
owne familie, nor fauoured the vineyard of his one planting, nor yet regar- ml. 
ded his one countrie, nor accompted of his one citie chat ſhall it be thought 
he will doo with this ingratefull citie of Exceſter, which haue taſted of infinite 
his bleſſings, and haue a long time beene fedde with his heauenlie Manna, and 
yet haue and doo dailie contemne his lawes, caſt awaie his commandemears, 
and be wearie of his doctrine: hat is it, that we can iuſtlie claime· or chalenge 
for our ſelues, hy the Lord ſhould not ſhorten his hand, and: be no longer fa- 
uorable vnto vs? Is it our antiquitie? Be it that this citie is verie ancient, and 
was builded at the firſt comming of Brutus into chis land, about two thouſand 
fue hundred yeeres paſt, before or hen London was: yet the cities of Enoch, 
Ninene, Babylon, Corinth, Aihent, Troia, and Carthege were long before it. 
Is it for religionl grant; that the Goſpel l is truelie prrached, and the Sa- 
craments ſincerely miniſtred. And ſo was itat Hlerſalem, Antiochia, 255 15

Fpheſur, and manic orher places. Is it bicauſe it is pleaſantly ſeated, and ſtan- 
deth vpon the top of a hill, in the open proſpect of the world, & neere che ſeas? 
So was Hieruſalem ,Capernaum, Tyrui, and fundric other cities. Is it bicauſe iris 
rich and inhabited with rich marchants and occupiers? So was Dru and Sydong 
and others. Is it for the fertilitie of the ſoile, and the abundance of all things, 
here with God hath bleſſed it? So was the whole land of Paleflina, who for 

teat bleſſings of God in nature, was ſaid to be a land to flow with milke and 
Ponie And yet all theſe peoples, nations and countries, lothing his word, for 
their vntharikfulnes and not ſeruing God in true religion were vtterlie deſtroi- 
ed by the mightie hand of God, and now remaineth ſcarſe anie ſigne or memo- 
riall of then. 

And ſhall this citie of Exceſter which is but a ſower 2 wild Oliue, & 
is of his god merc ie ingrafted in the place of the naturall branch, and yer hath 
lone the like or woorle tranſgreſſions, ſhall ſhee I fate be free from the like 
puniſhmenrs? No, no: although God in mercie haue long & oftentimes borne 
and winked at the ſinnes of this citie, yet he will not ſo doo foreuer . It iFanold 

ſaieng: Go the pot neuer ſo often to the water, yet at length it commeth home 
broken. Sundrie and manic times (like vnto the citie of Hieruſalem) hath it 
beene in great perils by the Bryson, Romanes, Saxons,and Danes and manic times 
hard affailed with inteſtine warres, and the Lord hath alwaics from time to time 
de liuered it, but they ſtill continuing or rather increaſing in ſinne, haue and 
doo dailie greeue the Lord, and doo accoler at his heauie hand. Be you but in- 
different viewers of your preſent ſtare, and be you your owne Iudges, and you 
ſhall nordenie(vnles you be like vnto the Fairies, called Lmiæ, whoſe nature is 
chat being within their one houſe, they be blind and cannot Iooke vpon their 
- ownefaults, but being abroad can ſee cuerie other mans ren — pride, 
cou efle , Vhoredome, ma lice, enuie, exceſſe, gluttonie, drunkenes, vſurie, 
extortion, Anlimulation and hypocriſie, and almoſt all kindes of ſinnes dooth 
ſwimme and abound in euerie place of this citie, and ſhall it not be reuenged ? 
The Prophet condemned Sodoma but for foure ſpeciall ſinnes, pride, fulnes of 
bread, idlenes, and careleſnes of the poore, but looke into Exceſter, & you ſhall 
find fortie times fourc, and yet we can lie ſnorting and ſleeping in our ſinnes, at 
though ir were Omnia bene. The more is our ſecuritie and careleſnes, the grea- 
ter wilbe our pl s in che daie of vengeance, and ſo much the more, bicauſe 
againſt our 1 e and profeſſion we deo offend God: fot as Chriſt ſaith, If 
I had not come & woken vnto them, they ſhould not haue ſinned, but now they 
haue no cloake for their ſinne, vnleſſe we doo the ſooner conuert and amend. 

Well you are Gods miniſters, and he hath appointed you to be his 

+ es ynto vs, and therefore you muſt in this dangerous caſe, ſtand before him 

berweene him and the people, and likewiſe to ſtand in the middle of the peo- 

le betweene the liuing and the dead, wherebie is meant, that you are not one- 

ie to preſent your ſelues before the Lord in a perfect and a pure religion, but 

alſo muſt procure and prouide your Aarons and godlic preachers, who hauing 
in their breſt plate im and Thumim, doo catechize, teach and inſtruct your cis 
tizens to know God and the grounds of Chriſtian religion, wherebic they may 
be a holic le vnto the Lord. And then alſo you your ſelues muſt be men 
of corage, fearing God, dealing true lie, and hating couetouſnes, and ſo to ſtand 
in the middle of the people, berweene the quicke and the dead; that when the 
people doo come vnto 2 dep exequute iuſtice, and 9 a in 
ing che offender, and acquiting the innocent. For your direction in theſe

two pointes you haue for rhe firſt, Gods holic word and Teftament,which the 
Lord hath commanded,ſhould neuer depart out of your mouths, and continuall 
meditations: for the other you haue ſundrie good and politike conſtitutions, 
and ancient ordinances of this your citic, out whereof I haue drawen this litle 
Pamphlet and ſtrene , referring you for your further inſtructions to the great 
Leger or blacke booke, wherein at large I haue ſerdowne whatſocuer concer- 
pw. the ſtate of this citie, and the gouernment of the ſame, 

Which good courſes if you will folow, notwithſtanding the ſhip of your 
common wealth being ouerladen with ſinne and iniquirie; is in great danger of 
ſhipwracke, and to be ouerwhelmed, yet Chriſt will be in readines to calme the 
ſeas, and to ſaue both you and your ſhip, if you ſhall awake him, and conuert vn- 
to him. And then this your ancient citie which hath continued for theſe manie 
hundreds of yeeres, ſhall as the mount Sen be firme and ncucr be mœued,

citie, and is named in e Latine, M azor,andin the Saxon May- 
er, K. which importe one, IF the Tits thing; namelie one 
more excellent and aboue = ret. And as he is in authori- 


tie aboue all others,ſo much the more is he in godlines, wiſdom 


and knowledge to 3 and exceede them. He is the eie and 

the head of the whole common-weale, and therefore mult he 
ſee and vnde rſtand all things incident and apperteining both 
to the common gouernement ofthe citie, and to the preſerua- 
tion of che publike Rate. His office conſiſteth in manie bran- 
ches, of which {ome in particularitie are as followeth.

i here they were called Senators, in Athens, Where they were 
a called drec te, & in Sparta, & there named Epbori, & fo the

all cuings were in god order, and what were the abuſes to bee 
amended, which being knowneand vnderſtod, then by their 
aduiſe and counſels, and according to the lawes reformatiõ in- 
ſued.
